I. Inputting on of the Crowne,it would bee well faſtened, 
For Kinges Crownes are often tymes tottering ; and this is a 
tyme wherein they totrer, There are two thinges that make 
Kinges Crownestototter , Great Sinnes ,. and Great Commo- 
tions and Troubles, take heed of both. 
1. There are- manic finnes upon our King, and his familie. 
Sinne will make the ſureſt crown, that ever men ſet on, to rot- 
ter, The Sinnesof former kinges, have made this a tottering.

Enemies have touched the Crowne of our King, 
and caſten it off in the other kingdome , and have madeit cor- 
ter inthis kingdome,; Bothche king who is to bee crowned, 
and you whoare to crowne him, ſhould deale earnettlie with 
G OD, :toſer the crowne on the kinges head , and to keepeie 
on apaynſt all the commotions of this cruell generation, .

12. 28.” Thatcrowne and kingdome belongeth not to kinges 
as kinges, but unto believers; and a believing king hath this 
comfort, that when hee hath endured a whyle, and been tryed, hee 
ſball receaye the (rowne of Lyfe, which the L.O-R D- bath promi- 
ed to then that loye Him-. 

(I, Theſecondthing in this Solemnity, is the Teftimomie, by this 
is meant the Law of GOD, ſocalled becauſe it teſtifieth of 
the Mynde and Will of GOD: It was commanded Dexr. 
17. 18. 19- When the king ſhall fit upon-the Throne of his king- 
dome , hee ſhall wryte him 4 copie of the Book, of the Law , and it 
ſhall bee with him, that hee may reade therein all the dayes of his lyfe. 
The king ſhould have. the. TEST1MoN1E. for theſe three 
maine uſes, 

I 1. Forhis information in the wayes of GO'D, Der. 17: 
19. This uſe of the kinges having the Book of the Law is ex- 
prefſed , that hee may learne to feare-the LORD his GOD. 
The reading of other books may doe aking good for governe- 
ment,but no book will teach him the way to ſalvation,but the 
Booke of GOD. CHRIST biddeth Srarch the Scriprures, 
for in thems yee thinks to have eaternall lyfe, and they reſtifie of ee, 
ohn 5. 39. Heeisa Bleſſed man who medttateth in the Law of the 
LORD day and night, Pſal. 1.1.2. King DaviD-was well 
acquainted here-with.as appearetii Pſ. 119. Kinges ſhould 
bee well exerciſed/in Scripture: Ir is reported of Alphonſus 
king of Arragon- , that hee did reade the BinLe fourteene 
tymes, with gloſſesthere-upon, I recommendto the king, 
totake ſome houres for reading holie Scripture ; It will bee a 
good meaneto make himacquaynt with- GO D $ Mynd, and: 
with CHRIST a Saviour. | 

2% 2, ForhisdireQton in governement, kinges reade bookes: 
that chey may learne co governe well, which I condemne nor, 
bur all rhe bookes a king can reade, will nor make him g0- 
vernetopleaſe GOD, asthis Booke. I know nothing chat | 
i good in governcment,, but a king may learne ir our of = | 
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Booke of GOD. For this cauſe Iosnua is commanded 
Ios: 1. 8. That the Booke of the Law ſhall not depart ont of his 
mouth, and hee is commanded to Doe according to- all that is 
written there-in>, Hee ſhould not onlie doe himfſeife that 
which is written in it, but doe, ard-governe his people accor- 
ding to all*that js written in it. King David knewthis uſe 
of the Teſtimonie, whoſayd , Pſal. 119. 24. Thy Teſtimonies 
are my delight, and my- Connſellours. The beſt Counſells char 
ever a king getteth, are inthe Booke of GOD: Yea, the Te- 
{timoniesare the beſt 8 ſureſt Counſellours; Becauſe although 
a kinges Counſellours bee never ſo wyſe and trouſtie, yet they 
uſe notto bee ſofree with a king as they ovghr: Bur the Scrip= 
tures. will tell Kinges verie freelie both cheir ſinne and their 
duetie, 

3. For preſervation and cuſtodie; The king is Cuſtos vtri- 
que Tabulz, The keeper of both Tables. Not that hee ſhould 
take upon him the power either to diſpenſe the Word of 
GOD, or todiſpenfe withit : Bur that hee ſhould preſerve 
the Word of G O D,andtrue Religion according tothe Word 
of GOD, pure, intier , and uncorrupted, within his Dow.i- 
nions, and tranſmit them ſo to poſtericie; And allo bee carefull 
ro ſte his Subjectes-obſerve.both Tables, and to puniſh the. 
trari{preſfours of the ſame. 

The third thing in this Solemnitie is the anoynting of the 
: King. The anoynting of kings was not abſolutelie neceſlarie 
under the Old Teftament;for wee reade not that all the kinges 
of Turau and I's xAEL were anoynted. The HEeBauwes 
obſerve that anoynting of kinges was afed in three caſes: 1, 
When the firſt of a Familie was made king, as SauL, Dav 1D. 
2. When there was a queſtion forche Crowne, as in the caſe 
of SOLoMON and ADON-1JAH. 3. Whea there was an 
interruption of the lawfull ſucceſſion by uſurpation, as in the 
caſeof Ioasn thereis an interrupti n by che auſurpation of 


ATHALTIAH; therefore hee is anoynted, If this Obferva- * 


tion-holde,- as it is probable, then it was nor abſfolutelie ne-

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ceſfarie tnnder the OLD TESTAMENT; and therefore 
farre lefſe under the N Ew. 

Becauſe.it may becſayd , That inourcaſethereis an inter- 
ruption by uſurpation., Let ic; bee conſidered; That the 
Anoynting underthe OLD TESTAMENT Wastypicall, 
Although all-kinges were not types of CHRIST, yer the 
Anoyntirg of kinges, Prieſts and Prophets, was typicall of 
CHRIST, and His Offices: + But,.CH.RIST bcinvg,now 
come ,. all theſe Cexemonies ceafle. And therefore the Anoyn= 
ting of Kinges, ought not to bee uſed in the NEw. T = 
STAMENT, | 

If ic bee ſayd, Anoynting of kinges hath been in uſe amongſt 
Chriſtians, not orhe Papiſtes, bur PROTESTANTS, as 
in the kingdomeof EnGLand, and our late king was 
anoynted withoyle. It may bee replyed,, They who uſed it 
under the NEw TESTAMENT tookeit fromthe ewes, 
without warrand. Ic was moit in uſe with-the Biſhops of 
Rome , who to Keepe Kinges and Emperoures ſubject to them- 
ſelves , did ſweare them rothe Pope, when they were anoyn= 
ted, (and yet the fewiſh prieſts did never {weare kinges to 
themſelves) Astor Ex GL an D,although the Pope was ca- 
{ten off, yer the ſubjeRtion of kings ro Bilhops was ſtill retay- 
ned, for they anoynted the king and ſware him to the mayn= 
tenance of their preleticall dignitre, They are here who were 
witneſſes ac the Con onaT1on of the late king, The 
Biſhops bchoved to performe that rite, ard the king beho- 
ved to bee [worne to them. But now by the Bleſſing of 
GOD Poperie and Pralacie are removed. The Bſbops as 
limmes of Antichriſt, are put rothe doore; Let the Anoynting 
of Kinges with oyie goe tothe doore with ther, and let hems 
never come in agayne, 

The anoynting with materiall oyle, maketh not a King the 
Anoynted of the LO RD, for hce is fo withour it. Hee is 
. the ANoYwnTeED of the LORD, whoby Divine Ordi- 
nance, and appoyntment isa King. //. 4.5. 1. G OD calleth 
CrYAans His anoynted, yer wee reade not that bee was 

anoynted 
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anoyneed withoyle. Kinges are the Anoynted of the LORD, 
becaufe by the Ordinance of the LORD, their avthoritie 
is ſacred and inviolable. It is enough for usto havethe thing 
though wee want the Ceremonie , which being layd aſyde, I 
will give ſome Obſervations of the thing. 

1, A King, being the LORDS anoynted, ſhould bee 
thinking upon a better union, even that Spirituall Unction, 
where-ywith Believers are anointed, which you have,1. fohn 2. 
27. The anoynting yee have receaved of him abydeth in you; And 
2. Cor. 1.21. Hee that hatb anoynted vs, is G O D, who hath al- 
fo ſealed vs, This anoynting is not proper to kinges, but Com- 
men to Believers. Few kingesare ſo anoynted. A King ſhould 
ſtryve to bee a good CHRis TIAN, and then a good 
K1nG: The anoynting with GRack, is betterthen the 
anoynting with oyle, Ir is of more worth for a king to bes 
the Anoynted of the LORD with Gaacs, then to bee 
the greateſt Monarch of the world, without ir. 

2, This anoynting may puta king in mynde of the guifts 
where-with kinges ſhould be endued, for diſcharge of their 
Royall Calling. For anoynting did ſignifie the guifts of Of 
fice, Itis ſayd of SAuL , when hee was anoyneed king, 1, 
SAM.10.9. GOD gave him- another heart, And Car, 11.6, 
The Spirit of GOD camewvpon him, Itis weant, of a heart 
for his Calling , anda ſpirit of abilitie for Governement, It 
ſhould bee our deſyre this day, That eur king may have a ſpi- 
rit for his Calling ; as the Spirit of Wiſdome, Fortitude, Iu- 
ſtice, and other Princelie Enduements. 

3- This anoynting may put SubjcQes in mynde of the Sa- 
cre-dues of the authcritie of a king, Fee ſhonld bee re- 
ſpected, as the LORDS Anoynted. Thete are Givertc ſorts 
of perſons, that are enemies tothe authoritie of kinges; As 1. 
Analaptiſts, who deny there ſhould bee kinges in the Nt w 
TESTAMENT, They will bavenoking, ror Civile Ma-

All cheſe meet in our preſent age. 1. eAnabaptifies who are 
agaynſt the being of Kkinges, are verie ryfe. You may fynd, to 
our great griefe, a greatnumber of them in that Armie that 
hath injuſtlie invaded the Land; who have tramplcd upon the 
authoritie of kinges. 2, There are alſo of the ſecond ſort, 
whoare ſecretlie Photinians in this poynt, They allow of kings 
in profeſſion; but they are agaynſt the exercyſe of their power 
inthe adminiſtration of Iuſtice. 3,A third ſort are in open Re. 
bellion, even all chat generation, which are riſen up not onlie 
agaynſt the perſon of a king ; but agaynſt kinglie governe- 
ment. 4+ There is a fourth , who profeſle they acknowledge 
a king . but deſpyſe him in their heart, ſaying, Shall this mats 
ſave v5? I wiſh all had Davivs tenderneſſe , whoſe heart |

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The COYVEMN ANT with G OD, is the fourth parti- 
cular propounded, to bee ſpoken of. 'The ſumme of this C O« 
VEN ANT, yee may fynd 2. King. 23. 3. in Joſiah his re- 
newing the COV EN AMNT, Towalke after the LORD, 
and keepe Hus Commandementes and Teſtimonies, with all the heart, 
and to performe the wordes of the COVENANT, The re- 
newing of the COVENANT, was after a great defe- 
&ion from G OD, and the ſetting up of a falſe worſhip. The 
king and people of GOD, bound themlelves before the 
LORD,toſfet up the Taus Woxsutir, andtoaboliſh ,the 
falſe: SCOTLAND hatha Preferencein this before other 
Nations. Intyme of Defection, they have renewed a C O- 
VFENANT with GOD, toreforme all; And becauſe the 
king after a great DefeQion in that familie, is to renew the 
COFVEN ANT, 1 ſhall mention ſome particulass fromthe 
LEAGUE and COYEN AMT. 

1. Weeare bound to maintaine the True Reformed Religion, 
in doctrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline, & Goyernement, elſtabliithed 
iatchis kingdome, and toendevour the Reformation of Reli- 
gion in the other two kingdomes, according tothe Word of 
GOD, and the example of the beſt Reformed Kirkes. By 
ehis Article the king is obliedged , not onlie to maintaine Re. 
ligion as ic is eſtabliſhed in ScoTLAnD, but alſo to endeavour 
the Reformation of Religion in his other kingdomes, The 
king would conſider well, when it ſhall pleaſe GOD to re- 
{tore him to his Governement there, that hee is bound toen- 
devourthe eſtabliſhment of the Works of Reformation there, 
alwell as to maintaine it here, 

2. According to the ſecond Article, The king is bound 
wichout reſpect of perſons, to extirpate Poperie, Prelacie, Su- 
perſt:tion, Herefie, Schiſme, and Prophaneneſſe, and what-ſo-ever 
fhall bee found contrarie to ſound Doctrine, andthe power of 
godlyneſle.

As the people are bound to maintaine the kinges perſon 
and authoritie, in the maintenance of the True Religion, and 
Liberties of the Kingdome: Sothe King is bound with them, 
to maintaine the Rights and Priviledges of the Pax L1a- 
MENT andLibertics of the Subjeas, according tothe third 
Article. 

4. Weeare bound rodiſcover, and to bring unto condigne 
puniſhment, all ſuch as have been, or ſhall bee, Incendiaries, 
e Me al!gnantes, Or evill inſlirumeptes , in hindering the Reformas 
tion of Religion; divydivg the King from the people, or one 
of the kingdomes, from ancther, or makirg anie facticn, or 
partics angorglt the people. Here-bytle King is bourd to 
have an eye ugcn ſuch, and neither allow of them, nor ccm« 

ly withthem; bur tocor.curre accordit g to his power to 
be them cenſured and puriiſhed, as is expreiiedin the fourth 
Article,

co the ſhadow of a kingdome, who hath bur the ſhadow of Re- 
ligion. Wee know, that diſſembling kinges have been pu= 
niſhed of GOD; AndletourRing know, thatno king, bura 
religions king, can pleaſe GOD. Dav1 D is higblie com- 
mended for Godlynefſe, HEezEx1an a man eminent for 
Pietic; Ios 14n,a young king, commended for the tender- 
neſſe of his heart, when hee heard the Law of the LORD 
read; Hee was much troubled before the LORD, when hee 
heard the judgementes threatened agaynſt his fathers houſe, 
and his people.

The 
kingdome ſhould not lay that upon one man , who may eaſilie 
miſcarrie, TheE(ſtates of the Land, are bound in this Con- 
rraQ, to beare a burthen with him. 

. Theſe men who have flattered kinges, to take unto them- 
ſelves an abſolure power, to doe what they pleaſe, have wron- 
ged kinges, and kirgdomes. It had been good that kinges of 
a; carried themſelves ſo,as this queſtion of kings power, 
might never have com'c in debate; For they have been great 
looſers thereby, Kings are verie deſyrcus to have thinges ſpo= 
ken and written, to holde up their Arbitrarie ard unlimited 
power; but that way Cocth exceedinglic wrong them, There 
3s one, a learned man, 1 corfeile, who hath written a booke, 
for the mayntenarce ot the abiojute power of kirges, called 
Drrtns1i0o REG1A4a, vyhereby hee hath wronged him- 
felfe in his repuraticn, and the king in his governement, 
As for the fat in takirg away the lyfe of the late King ( what 
ever was GODS jufticeinit) I doeagree with him to con- 
demne it, 35 a moſt injuſt andhorrid fa, upon theirpart who 
did 'it: But when hee commethrto fpeake of the power. of 
kinges in giving untochem an abſoJate ard illimited power, 
urzing the damnable Maxime Quop LipgeT Lice, bee 
will have a king to doe w hat he pleaſeth impane, and without 
controlement.

In regard of Subordinaticn, ſome ſay; Thar a kirg is comp- 
table ronone but GOD. Doe whar = will, let GOD rake 
order with-it, this leadeth kinges to Atheiſme, letthem doe 

what they pleaſe, andrake GO D in their owne band: Inre- 
gard of Lawes, they teachnothing to kinges, but Tyrawnie: 
And in regard of governement, they teachaking to take an 
Arbitrarie power to himſelte,to doe what hee pleaſetb without 
contrulement, How dangerous this bath beca to kinges , is

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cleare by ſad experience. Abnſe of Power, and Arbirrarie Go- 
vernement, hath been one of GODS Great Controverſies, with 
our Kinges Pradeceſloures, GOD in His juſtice , becauſe 
Power hatch been abuſed , bach throwne ir out of their handes :

1, A King abuſing bis power, tothe over-throw of Reli- 
gion, Lawes and Liberties, which are tbe verie Fundamen- 
calls of this Contract and Covenant, may bee controled and 


oppoſed; And if hee ſct bimſclfe co over-throw all theſe by 
F | Armcs 
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Artes, then they who have power, as the Eſtates of a Land, 
may and ought to reſiſt by Armes: Becaoſe hee doeth , by that 
oppoſition , breake the verie bondes, and over-throweth all 
the eſſentialls of this Contract and Covenant. This may ſerve 
to juſtifie the proceedinges of this kingdome agaynſt the late 
King; who in an Hoſtile way ſet himſelfe, to over-throw 
Religion, Parliaments, Lawes, and Liberties. 

2, Everie breach of Covenant, wherein a king falleth, af- 
ter hee hath entered in Covenant, doeth not diffolve the bond 
of the Covenant. Neither ſhould SubjeRtes lay afyde a king, 
for everie breach , exceptthe breaches bee ſuch as over-throw 
the fundamentalls of he Covenant with the people. Manic 
excmples of this may bee brought from Scripture, I ſhall give 
but one. King As a entered ſolemnelic in Covenant with 
GOD, and the people, 2.Caxon. 15.. Aﬀeer that, hee 
fallech in grofle cranſgreſſions and breaches, 2. Curon. 16, 
Hee aflociate himſelfe andentered in League with Benhadad, 
King of Syria, an [dolater, Hee impriſoned-Hanan 1, the 
LORDS Prophet, who reproved him & threatened judge- 
ment —_ that affociation ; And, at that ſame ryme , hee 
oppreiled ſome of the people : And yet, for all this, they nei- 

ther lay nim aſyde, nor compt him an hypocrice. 

3. Private perſons , ſhould bee verie circumſpe&t , about 

* that which chey doe in' relation to the authoritie of kinges, 
It is very dangerous,for private men,to meddle with the power 
of kinges, and the ſuſpending of them from the exercyſe 
thereof, I doe ingenuouſlie confeile, that I fynd no exemple 
of it, The Prophets taught not ſuch doctrineto their people, 
Nor the Apoſtles, Nor the Reformed Kirkes. Have ever pri- 
vate men, Paſtoures or Profciſoures, (given into the Eſtates of 
a Land as their judgement, unto which they reſolve to ad- 
here, Thata king thould bee ſuſpended from the exerciſe of 
his power. Andift wee looke 'apon thoſe godlie Paſtoures, 
wholived in KING IAMES histyme, of whom one may 
truclie ſay, more faythfull Men lived nct in theſe laſt rymes; 


For they ſpared not to tell the king his Favltes , to his face : 
Yea, ſome - 
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Yea, ſome of them ſuffered perſecution for their honeſtie and 
fecedome: Yet wee neverread, nor have heard, that anic of 
theſe godlie Paſtoures joyned with other private men , did 
ever cemonſtrate to Parliament, or Eſtate, as their judgement, 
Thar the king ſhould bee ſuſpended from the exercyſe of his 
Royall power. 

LI. Itisclcare from this COVENANT, Thatpeople 
fhould obey theirKing inthe LORD: For as the King is 
bound by che COVENANT, to make uſe of his power, 
to their good; Sothey are bound to obey him inthe LORD, 
in the exercyle of that power. Abour the peoples duetie to 
the king, take theſe foure Obſervations, | 

1. Thatthe vbedience of the people, is in ſubordination t 
G OD; Forthe COVENANT isficſitwith GOD, and 
chen with the King. If a King command anie thing contra- 
rietothe willof GOD, in thiscaſe PETER ſayeth, tr « 
better toobey G O D, theuman. Thereis a lyne drawne from 
G OD tothe people, they are loweſtin the lyne ; and have 
Magiſtrates inferiour, and ſupreme above them, and GOD 
above all, When the king commandeth the people that 
which islawfull, and commanded by G-O D, then hee ſhould 
bee obeyed; Becauſe hee (tandeth in the right lyne under 
GOD, who hath pur him in his place. But if hee com- 
mand that which is unlawfull, and forbidden of GOD), in 
that hee ſhould not bee obeyed rodoeit; becauſe hee is out of 
his lyne. That a king is to bee obeyed with this ſubordina- 
tion, is evident from Scripture; take one place for all, Ro ». 
- 13. Atthe beginning, yee have both obedience urged to ſa- 


periour powers, as the O:dinanceof GOD, anddamnation. 


threatened agaynſt theſe who reſiſt the lawfull powers. 

It is fayd by ſome, that manie Miniſters in Scotland, will 
not have King IESUS, but king CHARLES to reigne. 
Faythfull men are wronged by ſuch ſpeaches. I doe not un- 
deritand theſe men; For if they thinke thata King & IESUS 
are inconſiſtent; then they will have no King : Bur I ſhall bee 
facre fromentertayving ſuch thoughts of them, If they think 
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E the doing a neceſſarie duetie for KinG CHARLES, is 
to preferre his Intereſtro CBRISTS, this alſo is an errour. 
Honeſt Miniſters can verie well Ciſcerne betweene the Intereſt 
of CHRIST, & of the king. I know no Miniſter that ſer- 
reth up King CHARLES,with prejudice to CHRISTS intereſt, 

There are three ſorts of perſons, whoare rot to beeallowed 
in relation to the Kinges intereſt. 1. Such as have not been 
content to oppoſe aKing., in an evillcourſe , ( as they mighr 
lawfullie doe ) But contrarie to covenant, vowes, manie decla- 
rations, have caſt off Kinges, and kinglie Governement. T heſe 
arethe Settaries. 2. They whoare fo taken vp witha King,as 
they praterre a Kinges intereſt, to CHRISTS Intereſt; 
which was the finne cf our Engagers. 3. They who will 
3, bave no cuctie done to a Kirg, tor feare of prajudging 

CHRISTS Intereſt. Theſe aretobee allowed who urge 
duetic toaKirg, inſubordinationto CHRIST. 

I ſhall deiyre that men bcc real], when they make mention 
of CHRISTS Intereſt; For theſe three mentioned , pro- 
felle and pretend the Intcrelt of CHRIST. The Sefaries 
cover their deſtroyirg ct Kinges, with CHRISTS Inte- | 
reſt; whcre-urto 11.-uccd, thy have had no reſpect, beirg 
Enemies to his kirgdume , ard expericnce } atk made it urde- 
niable. Tl« Engagers aileacgedihey were for CHRISTS 
Intereſt; butihcy no 1ipglacedit., CHRISTS Irrtercit ſhonld 
have gone before- but they drcw it after the intereſt of a kirg; 
which evidenccd thcir want «f dve reſpect tro CHRIS1S 
Intereſt, As ferthe third, who delay ductic for feare of pra- 
ferrir g the kirges intereſt to CHRIST, I ſhall not rake 
upon mee to ju. ge their intentions, I wiſh they may have cha- 
ritic totkele, wt otLinke they may doe ductietoa king in fub- 
orcinatior to C E.RIST, yea that they ovght & ſhould doe due- 
tie, what cver n ers fears bee of the prejudice may follow, 

If ro bee agiyiult the ſuſpending of the king from the exer- 
eyſe of his power, ard to bee forthe cronning of tke King aC- 
cording to the poblick fayrh of the kingdoms, Hee firſt per- 
forming all that Kiax and S$SATE rtequyred of him in 
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relation to Religion, and Civile Liberties If this bee, I ſay, 
topreferreakingto CHRIST, let all menthat are unbyaſ- 
ſed, bee judges inthe caſe. Wee ſhall well avow, that wee 
crown a King inſubordinationto GOD, and His Intereſt in 
ſubordinationto CHRIST'S, which wee judge, not onlie 
agreabletythe Word of G O D; bat alſo that wee are bound 
expreſlelie in the COVENANT, to maintaine the King, 
in the preſervation and defence of the True Religion and 
Liberties of the Kingdome, and not co diminiſh his juſt 
power and. greatneſle. 

2, Thatche Covenant betweene GOD andtheKingzand 2; 
the pcople, goeth before the Covenant betweene the King, 
and che people; which ſhoweth, thata peoples entering Co- 
venant with GOD, doerhnotleſſen their obedience and al- 
legiance tothe King: but increafſeth it, and maketh the obe.

Aneceſhitie to obey, is layd upon all, Manie 
SubjeQs obey for wrath ; but the Godlie obey for conſcience 
ſake. | 

3. That aKing Covenanted with GO D, ſhould be much 3; 
reſpected by his Subjects. They ſhould love him. There is an * * 
iobred attection in the hearrzof che people, to their King, In 
the 12.ver/. itis ſayd, That the people clapped their bands for joy» 
and ſayd, GOD ſave the King.

Yec are receaving this day a Crowned Cove - 
nanted King, pray four ſaving grace to him; andthat G O D 
would delyver him, and vs, our of the kx: of theſe cruel! ene- 
mics; and bleſſe his Governement , and Cauſe usto live a quyct 
and peaceable lyte under him, inall Godlineſic and honeſtie.

I ſhall not rake the Queſtion in its full Latitude, raking in 
what a people are boundto, inperfuing of a kings Right, Ty 
another Nation, Wiichis not our prefent Quaition, Our 
Quzition is, What a people ſhould doe, when a kingdome is 
injuſtlic invaded, by a forraigne cnemie, Which ſeeketh the over- 
throw of Religion, King, andKingdome >? Surelie, if men 
bee,tyed toaniec duetietoa king, and kingdome, they aretyed 
in this caſe, I havetwo ſorts of men to ineet with here, who 
are deficient in doing this Covenanted duetie : 1. Theſe who 
doe not act agaynit the Encmie. 2. Theſe who doe a for the 
Encmne. 

| 1he firſt I meet wich, are they who adt not, butlye by, ro 
' beholde whar will become of all. Three ſorts of men act not 
1. for the detence of an invaded kingdom. 1. Theſe wiio with- 
draw themſelves from publick counſells, as from Parliament 
or Committee of Eſtates, This with-drawing, 15 norto act. 
2, 2. Theſe act not, whoupon an apprehenfion or the deſperate 
ſtate of thinges, doe thinke that all is in ſuch a condicion , by 
the prevavling of the Exemie , that there isnoremedie: And 
therefor tat icis beſt, tofir ſtill, ana ſee how thivges goe. 
2, 3- They who doe not at , upon ſcruple of conſcience. I ſhall 
cver reſped rtendernefſic of Conſcience. and I wiſh there bee _ 
no wore bot teriderneſſe, It there bee no more, men will {tryve 
to have their conſciences well informed,

3. Yo act in ſuch acauſe, for the Kinges intereſt; SureIam 
this was not a doubt before , bur all jeemed to agree to act for 
the kinges intereſt in ſubordination to CHRISTS, and 
this day there is no more ſought. Wee owne the Kinges in- 
rereit, onliein a ſubordination co C HRISTS: Or 2.To 
Jjoyne with ſuch inftrumentes as are Enemies rothe Worke of 
GOD. Our anſwer tothe Eſtates Quezre Reſolves, that ſuch 
fhould nor bee intruſted: But wee doe not count thele Enemies, 
who proteile repentance, and declare themfelves folemnelie 
to bee forthe Cauſe, and the Covenant; and dueevidence it 
by their willingnetle co fight for them, If ic beeſayd , Their 
repentance is but countertet.

No man can 
judge of the realitie of beartes, for wee have now found by 
expcrience, that men, who have been accounted above all ex- 
cepticn, bave betrayed theiz truſt. If anie who have nor yer 
repenrted of their former courſe, ſhall bee intruſted, wee ſhall 
bee ſorie for it; and playnlie ſay, That it ought nocto bee. 

But Ichinkethere mult bdeemore inthis, that men ſay they 
cannot at. For my ſelfe, I love not that word in our caſe. It 
35 to frequent , ee can not «it, ard Hee can not aft. 1 feare 
there bee three fort of perſons lurking under this cover. 1, 
Such as are P;yfilianimons, who have no cowrage to at agaynlt 
the Enemic.

Bee 
avho thou will that hath this before thee, G O D ſhall blaſt 
thy reputation. Thou ſhalt neicber have honour nor credit, ro 
doe a right turne in GODS Cauſe. 3. Such as are Com- 
pliars, whocan not act, becauſe they have apurpoſe to cqm- 
plye, There ate, that cannot act inan Armie, byt they can 
betray an Armzie, by not a wo, T here are, that can nct 3Ct 
tor ſatetic of a Ringdome;our they doe betray it,by notaRtings 
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Ina word, There are, who cannot joyne to act with theſe 
whom they accompt Aalipnantes ( I ſpeake not of declared and 
knowne Malignants; but of ſuch as have bene, and are fighting, 
for the Cauſe;

At the hcaring of this meſlage, verſ, 28, Sau L retarned from 
perſuing after DAv 1 D, and went- agaynſt the Philiſtmes. It is 
crue, the LORD. did provyde for His Servant Davips 
eſcape, by this meane:Bur if you conſider SauL, heetooke 
itnotſo.

'Three thinges might have moved S aur, ro ttay and per- 
ſue Dav1dD. 1. Hee hath himnow in a ſtrayte, and hath 
ſuch advantage, that hee might have thought, not to come 
readilie by the lyke. | 

2, That, although the Phil;ſtines bee Enemies, yet David 
is the.moſt dangerous Enemie ; for hee aimeth at no lefſe, then 
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the Crowne. Ic were better to take conditions of the Enemies 
thento ſuffer David tolive, andtake the Crowne. 

3. Hee might have ſayd,If I leave Davai D atrtiistymez 
and fight with the Philiſtines , and bee beaten, hee will geta 
powerin his hand to undoe mee, and my poſteritie, 1heſe 
may ſeeme ſtrong motives; Bur SauL is not mooved 
with anic oftheſe. The preſent danger, is the PhiliSiines 
invading the Land; and this danger is to bee oppoſed,come of 
the danger from David what will. As if Saur had 
ſayd, I will lec David alone, Iwill meet with himat an- 
other tyme, and reckon with bim; now there is no tyme 
for it, the Philiftines are inthe Land, let us make haſte agaynſt 
them. I wiſh chat manie of our Countrey-men had as great 
love to their Countrey, and as publick a ſpirit for it as this pro- 
phane king had, then there would nor bee ſo manie queſtions 
for ating, as men make this day. 

The Objections I have been touching, are in mens thovghts 
and heads. 1. Some ſay, Now the alignanrs are under, for 
this Enemie is their rod, It isbeſt to put them out of having 
anie power: yca, there are ſome who would more willinglic 
goc to undoethcle, whom they accompt Malignants, nor 
agaynſt the common Enemie, who are waiting the Land. IF 
they had SAuLs reſolucion they would ſay, The PhiliStines 
are inthe Land, Letthem alone, wee will reckon with them 
at another tyme; wee will now goe agaynſt the common Ene- 
Mie, 

They have alſothe ſecond ObjeAion , The Malignants are 
more dangerous Enemies, then the Seftaries. I ſhall not now 
compare them at zquall diſtance, andabſtract from the pre- 
ſent danger; But I ſhall compare them in the preſent poltuce 
of effaires. I am ſure, the Sefarizs having power in their 
bandes, anda great part of the Land intheir potlefſion, are 
farce more dangerous then Xalignants, who have no power 
fo: the preſent: And therefore the reſolution ſhould bee, The 
Sefaries have invaded the Land, and are deltroyirg it, Let us 


ae agaynit them. 
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>: The third Obſervation weigheth much with manie,The 3. 
AMalignants, being imployed to fight fortheir Countrey, may 


ger ſuch power in their hand, as may hurt the Cauſe. For an- Is 


ſwer: 1.The Reſolution given to the Quzre of the Eſtates, 


provydeth agaynſt that , tor thereinis a deſyre , thatno ſuch 
power ſhould bee put in their hand, 2, This feare goeth up- 
on'a ſuppoſition, that they doe not repent their former courte, 
This is an uncharitable judgement. Wee are bound to bee 
more charitable of men profeſſing repentance,for with ſuch 
wee have to doe onlie. Andrto ſpeake a word by the way to 
you , Who have been upon a malignant courſe. Little good is 
expected from you, i pray you bec honett, and diſappoynt 
them. I wiſh you true repentance, which will both diſap- 
poyntthem, and bee proficable to your ſelves. 3,1I deſyre ir 
may bee conſidered, whether or nor, feare of a danger to come 
from men, if they prazvayle agaynſt the common enemie, being 
onlie cloathed with a capacitie to fight for their Countrey, 
Bee an argument agaynlt ry{ing tooppole a ſeene and certayne 
danger, comming from an Exemie, cloathed with power, and 
{till przvayling. I conceave, it ought to bee farre from anie, 
to hinder men to defend their Countrey in ſucha caſe. I con= 
fefle indeed, The Cauſe which wee mayntayne , bath mer 
with manie exemies, who have beene agaynſt ir, which requy- 
reth much tenderneſſe; Therefore men are to be admitted co 
truſt, with ſuch exceptions as may keepe them out , who are 
{till Enemies to the Caus es of GOD, have not profefſed 
repentance, renounced their former courſes, and declared 
theinſelves for Cauſe & Covenant. I doubt not, but it ſhall bee 
found , that the admitting of ſuch to fight in our cale as ir 
ſtandeth, is agreeable to the Word of GOD, and is not 
agayn(t the former Publicke Reſolutions of K1xke and 
STATE, 

The ſecond ſort of perſons, wee are to meet with, are ſuch 
as act for the Exemie agaynſt the Kingdome. If they bee cur- 
ſed, who will not come out to helpethe LORD agaynft the 
Mightie ; What a curle ſhall bee upon them, who helpe he 
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Mightie agaynſtthe LORD), as they doe whoact for the 

Enemie? Three wayes is the Encmie helped agaynlt the Cauſe 

and People of GOD. 

1, IT. By keeping correſpondence with them , and giving 

them intelligence; There is nothing donein K1zxke or 
STATE, but they have intelligenceof it. A baſer way hath 
never been uſed in anie Nation. Your Counſells and Purpo- 
ſes, are made knowne tothem. If there bee anie ſuch here 
(as I fear they bee) let them take this ro them, They are of theſe 
who helpe the Mightie agaynſt the LORD, and the curſe 

ſhall ſticke tothem. 

2 2. By ſtrengthening the Enemies handes with queſtions, 
debates and determinations, in papers, tending to the juſti- 
fying of their injuſt invaſion, What ever have been mens in- 
tEtions in taking that way,yetthe thing done by them, hath ten- 
ded tothe advantage of the Exemie, and hath divyded theſe, 
who ſhould have been joyned in the Cauſe , to the great wea- 
kening of the power of the kingdome , and this interpreta- 
tivelie, is to act for the Mightie agaynſt the LOR D. 

3. 3- By grolle complyance with the Enemie , and going in 
to them, doing allthe evill Offices they can, agaynſt their Na- 
tive Kingdom. If Meroz was curſed,for not helping, ſhall not 
theſe pertidious Covenant-breakers, and treacherous dealers 
agaynl(t a diſtreſſed Land ; bee much more accurſed, for hel- 
ping and aſfiſting a deſtroying Enemie , ſo farre as lyeth in 
their power? I s. 31. 3. May bee truelie applyed to them, 
who are helping Strangers , Enemiesto GOD, His Kirk, and 
Religion, Both hee that. helpeth, ſhall fall; and hee that. is holpen,

5. There hath been much debate about the exerciſe of the kings 
power, yec He is put in the exerciſe of his power, and this day-putin 
a better capacity co exerciſe it by his Coronation, Many are affrayed 
chat the exerciſe of his power, ſhall prove dangerous tothe Cauſe; 
& indeed I confefle there is ground of fear,when we conſider,how 
this power hath been abuſed by former kings. Therefore, Sir,make 
good uſe of this power; 6 fee that You rather keep within bounds, 
then exceed in the exerciſe of ir. I may very well give ſuch a Coun- 
ſell,asan old Counſellour gave to a king of France. He having ſpent 
many years at Court, deſired to retire into the countrey, for enjoy- 
ing privacie fit for hisage; & having obtained leave, The king his 
mattec required himzto ſit down, and write ſome adviſe of govern 
ment,to leave behind him, which he out of modeſty declyned. The 
king would not be denyed;bur left with him pen & ink,and a ſheer 
of paper. He being alone after ſome thoughts,wrote with faire and 
legible Chara&ers in the head of the ſheer Modwe, inthe middle of 
the ſheet Modmus,& in the foot of the ſheet Modus, & wrote no mote 
inall the paper; which be wrapped up, and delivered tothe king, 
Meaning that the beſt Counſel] he could give him, was, Thaths 
ſhould keep temperin all things. Nothing more fir for a youn 
king, then to keep temper in all things. Take this Counſell, Sir, 
and be moderate in the uſe of your power. The beſt way to keep 
power, is moderation in the aſe of ir. 
6. The king hath many enemies,evenſuch as are enemies to his 
Family, &to all kingly government; and are now irvthe bowels of 


this kingdom waſting & deſtroying: Beltirre Your ſelfe,according - 


to vowes & oathes,that are apon Youzto be active,forthe reliefe of 
CHRISTS kingdom;borndoiyn by the,in all the three kingdoms; 


and for the reliefe of this kinpdom'grievouſly oppreſſed by them 
Welſhallearneſtly deſyre, that GOD would puttbar Spirit up6'onr * 


king, now entered upon publick government , which hehath pac 
upon the Delyverers of bis people from their croell opprefſours. * 
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In ſpeaking of the kings behaviour toenemiecs, One thing Fcan 
not paſſe. There is much ſpoken of a treatie with chis enemie, I am 
not of the judgement of ſome, who diltinguiſh a treatie before in- 
vaſion, & after invaſion, and ſay, Treating is very lawfall before 
invaſion; becauſe it is ſuppoſed thatthereis little wrong done; but 
after invaſion, when-a kingdom is wronged, 8c put tointinic Iciles, 
then they ſay a.creaty is to be ſhunned: Bur in my judgemet,a treaty 
may be fawful afrerinvaſjon,8; wrongs ſuſtained. The end of war is 
peace, neither ſhould deſire of revenge obſtruct it, providing ic be 
4ucha creatic 8 peace, as. isnot prejudiciall to Religion, nor tothe 
ſafety of the kingdom, nor to the undoubred right of the king, nos 
tothe League & Covenant,wherunto we are ſo ſolemnly engaged. 

ButI muſt break off this rreaty, with a ſtory related in Plutarch. 
TheCity of Athens was in a great (trait, wherin they knew not what 
to doe.: Themiſtocles in this (traic ſaid, he had ſomething, wherein to 


71h % ive his opinion, for the behoofe of the Stare; bur he thought it not: 


tit codeliver himſelfe publickly. Arifides aman of great truſt,is ap- 
pointed to hear him privatly,8: to make an accompr as he thought: 
meet. When Friſtides came to make his report to the Senate; He told 
them, that Themiſtocles his advice was indeed profitable,bur not ho-- 
neſt. Whereupon the people wonld-not ſo much as hear ic. There is. 
much whiſpering of a treaty,tbey are not willing ro ſpeak publikly 
ofic.Hear them in private; & it may bethe beſt advice ſhall be pro-. 
ficable; but not honeſt. IF a-treatie ſhould be, ler ic be both profi- 
tableand honeſt, and no lover of peace will be agaynſt it, | 
. - 7. Seingtheking isnow upon the renewing of the Covenants, 
I would be remembered, that we enter into Covenant, accordin 

to our profeſſhon cherein; with rocliey ncaa rconfiency,which 
arethequalifications of goodCoveniters. Many doubt of your rea- 
litiein the Covenant: Let Your ſinceritic and realitic be evidenced 
by Your ſteadfaſtneſle and conſtancie; For manic have begun well,. 
but have not been conſtant.

As Aſa, Hezthiah, lehoſhaphat and [ofrah, They 
were both ſincere & conltant, Lec as neither have the firlt, nor the 
ſecond; butche third wrictE upon our King, He did right wn the fight of 
he LORD, with a perfeft heart. Begin well, and continue conftant.. 
Before [ cloſe,l ſhal ſcek leave;to lay before our young king,two 
exemples,tobeware of,8: One to follow. The two warning exem- 
ples, One of thein is tn the Texe, another in our own Hiſtoric. 

The ficſt exemple is of 12aſh. He began wel, Sc went on in a godly 
reformation ail the dayes of [chojada; but it is obſerved 2. Chrs. 24. 
17.that after the dayes of ehojada,the princes of [udah came, 8&C%id 
obeyſance tothe king; She hearkened unto chem,verſ. 18.It appea- 
reth,they had been lying at waite,till the death of /chojada;8 took 
that opporrunity to x 2s che true worſhip of GOD,ſer up falſe 
worſhip; flattering the king for thar effect: For itis ſ3id,They left the 
houſe of the LOR D,& ſerved groves > Iaples;Scwerefo far from being 
reclaimed, by the Prophet of the LORD, that was ſent unto them, 
that they c6ſpired againſt Zechariah the ſon of Tchojada,who repro- 
ved them mildly for their dolatry, and ſtoned him with ſtones, and 
ſlew him at the kings commandement, And ver/, 22. itis ſayd, 
Loafh remembered not the kindneſſe that, Ichojada his father had gone te 
him, but flew his ſoune, 

S1&, Takethis exemple for a warning. You are obliedged by 
the COVENANT, to goe onin the Work of Reformation, Ic 
may be, ſome greatonesare wayting their tyme , not baving op- 

portunicie co work for the preſent, cill afrerward they may make 
obeyſance,and perſwade You todeltroy all,that hath been done in 
the Work of GOD theſe diverſe years. Beware of it; Letnoal- 
Iucement or perſwaſion prevayle with You,to fall from that, which 
this day You bynd Your ſelfeto mayntayn. 

Anothec exemplel give You, yet inrecent memorie, of Your 
| nar avg king IaMts. Hefell to be very young, ina time, full of 

ificulties,yertthere wasa godly party inthe land, who did put the 
Crown upon his head: And? whea be came to ſome years, He & his 
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copleenteredin a Covenant with GOD, He was much eomended 
y godly & faithfull men, comparing himto young 7oſiah ſtanding 
, at the Altar,renewing a Covenant with GOD; And he bimſelfe did 
+ thank GOD,that he was born in a Reformed Kirk,berter reformed 
Me then England, for they retained many popiſh ceremonies: 'yea, better 
,geformcd then Geneya, for they kept ſome holy dayes, Charging his 
FÞcop!e to be conſtant,&promiling himſelte to continue in that Re- 
> formation, & to maintain the ſame. Notwithſtanding of all this,he 
_},made a foule defection: He remembered not the kindneſſe of them 
who had heldche crown upon his head; yea, he perſecuted faithful 
777! Miniſters, for oppoſing that courſe of defetion. He never reſted 
till hee had nadone Presbyteriall Governement , and Kirk Aſſem- 
blies, ſerting up B:ſhops,and bringing in (eremontes, agaynſt which 
formerly hce had given largerteitimonie. In a word, beelayd the 
foundation , whcreupon bis ſonne our late king , did build much 
miſchiefe to Religion, all the dayes of hislyfe. 
.: SIR, I lay this exemple before Y ou the rather, becauſe it is ſonear 
You;that the guilrines of the tranſgreſſion lyeth ups the Throne 6c 
Family, & it 1s one of the ſinnes, fur which You have profeſſed hu- 
miliation very lately. Let it be laid co heart, take warning, requite 
not faichfull mens kindnes with perſecution ; yea , requite not the 
LORD ſo, who hath 2ns/aavs | Youto this tyme, and is ſetting a 
Crown upon Your head.Requite not the LORD with Apoſtaſie and 
Defettion trom a ſworn Covenant : Bur bee iteadfaſt in che Cove- 
vant, as You would give Teſtimonie of Your True Humiliation 
forthe DefeQion of theſe that went before You. 

- T have ſer vptheſe rwo excmples before You as beacons towarne 
Youto keep vftſuch dagerous courſes.8&fhal add one for imitation, 
which, it followed, may happily bring wich ic the bleſſing of thar 
gadly mans adbet&ce to God. I he exemple is of Hezekiah:who did 
caat which was right inthe ſi ght of the Lord,2.king.18.5.6. It is ſaid of 
him,He tr»ſ'ca im the Lord Gad of Iſrael,and he clave unto the Lord, and 
departed not fro follow-ug him,but kept hic Comandemexts. And verſ.7. 
The LORD wa wit h.1w.and he proſpered whither ſoever he went forth,

SERMON beeing ended, Prayer was made, fora Bleſſing 
apon the doctrine delyvered. | 

The King being torenewthe CovENnAnTs, firſt the 
Nationall Covenant, then the Solemn League, and Covenant, 
werediſtinAlie read, 

After the reading of theſe CovenanTs, The M1- 
NISTER prayed for grace, to perform the contents of the 
Covenants , and for faythfull ſteadfaſtneſſe in the Oath of 
GOD; And then (the Miviſters Commiſſioners of the Ges 
nerall Aſſemblie, deſyred to bee preſent, ſtanding beforeche 
Pulpit) hee miniſtred che Oath unto the King ; who knee+ 
ling, and lifting up his right hand, did ſivear in the words fol- 
lowing: 

I Cu ARLES, King of Great, Britane, France and Ireland, 
doe aſſure and declare , by my Solemn Oath , inthe Preſence of Al- 
mightie GOD, the Searcher of Hearts, my allowance andappro- 
bation of the Nationali Covenant , and of the Solemn League and 
Covenant aboye-written, and faythfullic oblicdge my ſelfes to proſe- 
cute the ends thereof , inmy Station and Calling ; and that I for my 
ſelfe and ſucceſſours , ſhall conſent and agree , to all Afts of Parlia- 
ment enjoyning the Nationall Coyenant, and the Solemn League and 
Covenant , and fullie eſtabliſhing Preſbyteriall Goyernment , The 
Direftorie of Worſhip, (onfeſi1on of Fayth, and Catechiſmes inthe 
K ingdom- of Scotland, as they are approven by the Generall Aſſem- 
blies of this Kirk, and Parliament of this Kingdoms ; And that T 
ſhall give my Royall Aſſent, ro Afts and Ordinances of Parliament, 
paſſea, or to bee paſſed, emioyning the ſame 11 my other Dominions: 
And that. I ſhall obſerve theſe in my own prattice and Familie, and 
ſhall never make oppofition to anie of theſe , or endevour any change 
thereof. *- 

After the King had thus Solemnlie ſworne , The Nationall 
Covenant, the League & Covenant, andthe Kings Oath, ſub- 
joyned unto both being drawne up in a fayre Parchment; The 
King did ſubſcrybe the ſame, in preſence of all. 


Thereafrerthe King aſcendeth the Stage , and ſittethdown 
in the Chaire of State, 
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Then the Lords, Great Conſtable,and Mariſhall, went tothe 
four corners of the Stage, wich the Lyon going before ther; 
who ſpoke tothe people theſe wordes , Stirs, [ doe preſent vnto 
you the Kg, CHARLES, The Rightſull and Undoubied 
Heire of the Crowne and Dignitie of this Realme , This day is by 
the Parliament, of this Kingdowme appoymted for his Coronation, 
And are younot willing to have. hims for your King , aud become 
ſubjett to his Commandements ? | 

In which action , the Kinges Majeſtie ſtood up, ſhowing. 
himſelfeto the people, in each corner; And the people ex- 
preſſed their willingneſſe, by chearfull acclamations, in theſe 
wordes, GOD SAVE THE KING, CHARLES 
THE SECOND: | 

Thereafrer the Kinges Majeſtic ſupported by the-Conſtable, 
and Mariſhall, commech downe from the Stage, and ſitter 
downe in the Chaire, where hee heardche St: x Mon. 

The Miniſter, accompanied with che Miniſters before men- 
tioned, cometh from the Pulpit roward the King; 8 requyreth) 
If hee was willing to take the Oath , appoynted to bee taker» 
at the Coronation. . | 

The King anſwered, hee was moſt willing. 

Then the Oath of Coronation,as it is contayned in the eight 
AQ of the firlt Parliament of King Iams, being read by 
che Lyon, The Tenour whereof followeth : 

Beranſe, that-the increaſe of Vertue, and ſupprefliing of Idola- 
trie,.craveth , That the Prince and the people bee of one perfelt Reli- 
gion; which of G O'D'S Mercie is now preſentlie profeſſed within 
this Realme, Therefore it is ſtatuted and ordayned, by our Soveraigne 
Zord, my Lord Regents , and three Eſtates of this preſent Parlia- 
ment, That all Kinges, Princes, and Magiſtrats whatſoever, hol- 
ding their place which here-after at. any tyme ſhall happen to 
Reigne , and beare rule over this Realme , at, the tyme of their Co- 
ronstion-, and receat of thiir Princelie Authoritie , make their 
faythfull promiſe , in preſence of the Erernall GOD , That en- 
daring the whole courſe of their lyves , they ſhall ſerve the ſame 
Fternall-G OD, tothe vitermoſt of their power > according _— 

at 
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hath requyred in His Moſt Holy Word, revealed and contayned in 
rhe New and Old Teſtaments, end according to the ſame Word, 
ſhall mayntayne the Trae Religimof CHRIST IESUS, the 
preaching of His Holy Word , and due and right miniſtration of the 
Sacraments now receaved, and preached within this Realme, And 
frall abolifh and gayuſtand all falſe religions, contrary tothe ſame. 
-Ana ſhall rule the people comm:tred to their charge, according to 
fhe will ard command of GOD revezledin His foreſayd Words 
and according to the Loveable Lawer , and Conſtitutions receaved in 
this Realme , no wayes repugnant to toe fiyd Wd of the Eternall 
GOD, And ſhall procure tothe vite-moſt of thrir power , to the 
Kirk of G 0 D- .:14 whole Chriſt:2n people, true and perfett 
peace, imtyme :999i97. The Rights and Rents, with all juſt Privie 
ledges of the Crow12 of Scotland, to preſer ve and keeve mviolated; 
Neither ſhall th:y r-*ni fer, nor alicuate the ſame, They ſhall for- 
bid and reprefſe mall E'imes, and degrees, reafe, oppreftion, and all 
&ynd of wrong: In all jrr igementes they ſhall command and procare 
that, juſtice, and equitic bee keeped, t0 all creatures, without excap- 
tion, asthe LORD and Father of ercies, bee mercifull unto 
them : Andout of their Landes and Empyre they ſhall bee carefull 
$0 roote out all Hereticks, and enemies to the True Worſhip of GOD, 
that ſhall bee convitt by the True Kirk of GOD, of the foreſayd 
crymes; And that they ſhall faythfullie affirme the things above writ- 
ten by their Solemne Oath. 

The Miniſter tendered the Oath untothe King, who knee- 
ling, and holdiag up his right hand, ſware in theſe wordes, 
By the Eternall and Almightie GOD, Wholweth and reigneth 
for ever , I ſhall obſerve and keepe all that is contayned in this 
Oath. 

This done, the Kinges Majeſtie ſirteth downe in his-Chaire, 
and repoſeth himſelfe a lirtle. 

Then the King aryſeth from his Chaire, andis diſrobed, by 
the Lord Great Chamberlaine, ofthe Princelie Robe, Where- 
with hee entered the Kirk, andis inveltcd by the ſayd Cham» 
berlaine in his Royall Robes. 

Thereafter, the King being brought co the Chaire on the 
- L2 North 
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North ſyde of the Kirk , ſupported as formerlie, the Sword 
was brought by Sir William Cockburne of Lan gtown, Gentle- 
man Uſher, fromthe Table , and delyvered to Lyon king of 
Armes; Who giveth it tothe Lord Great Conſtable, who 
putteth the ſame in the Kinges hand, ſaying, Six, Receave 
this kinglie Sword , for the Defence of the Fayth of CHRIST, 
and protettion of Hu Kirk, and of the True Religion,as it is preſent- 
lie profeſſed within this kingdome , and according to the National 

ovenant-, and League and (ovenant, and for executing Equitie, 
and fuftice , and for puniſhment of all iniquitie and izjuſtice. 

This done , the Grear Conſtable receaveth the Sword from 
the King , and girdeth the ſame about his ſyde. 

There-afrer , the King ſitterh downe in his Chaire ; and 
then the Spurres were put on him, by the Earle Mariſhall. 

There-after, Archibald Marquis of Argyle, having taken 
the Crown in his handes, the Miniſter prayed to this purpoſe : 

That the LORD would parge the Crowne from- the ſinnes 
and tranſgreſſions of them. that did reigne before Him, That it 
might bee a pare Crowne, That G O D wogld ſettle the Crowne vp- 
02- the Kinges head: And ſince men that ſet iton, were not able to 
ſertle it, That the LO R D would put it on, and preſerve it, And 
chen the ſayd Marquis put the Crown on the Kings head. 

Which done , the Lyon king of Armes, The Great Con- 
ſtable ſtanding by him, cauſeth an Herauld, to call the whole 
Noble men, one by one; according to their rankes; who com- 
ming beforethe King, kneeling, and with their hand couching 
the Crowne on the Kinges head, ſware theſe wordes, By the 
Eternall, and Almightic G O D, who liweth and reigneth for ever, 
1 ſhall ſupport thee to my witermeff, And when they had done, 
then all che Nobilitic held up their handes , and {ware to bee 
boyall and true ſubjefls, and faythfull to the Crown, 

The Earle Mariſhall, with the Lyon, going to the four cor 
ners of the Stagz, The Lyon proclaymeth the Obligatorie 
Oath of the People; And the People holding up their handes 
all che ryme, did ſweare By the Eternall and Almightie G OD, 


wha liveth and reigneth for ever » wee become yorr liedge men , ana 
T; reth, 
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Tratth , and Fayth ſhall beare unto you , and live and diewith you, 
agaynit all manner of folkes what-ſo-ever, in your ſervice, according 

19 the Nationall Covenant, and ſolemn League and Covenant, 

Thendid the Earls and Vicounts pur on their crowns; and 
the Lyon lykewayes put on his. 

Then did the Lord Chambecrlayne looſe the Sword where- 
with the King was girded ; and draw ir, and delyver ir 
drawne into the Kinges handes; andthe King pur it in the 
hands of che Great Conltable, to carrie it naked before him. 

Then Iobn Earle of Crauturd & Lindſay, took the Scepter, 
and put itinthe' Kinges right hard, ſaying, S1K, Receave this 
Scepter the fign of Royall Power of the Kingdom, that yow may go- 
vern your ſelfe right , and defend all the Chriitian People committed 
by GOD to your Charge, puniſhing the wicked;& protefting the juſt, 

Then did the King aſcend the Stage, atrended by the Of- 
fcers of the Crown,and Nobilitie, &was inſtalled in the Royall 
Throne by Archibald Marquis of Argyle, ſaying; Srznd,& hold 
faſt from henceforth the place whereof you are the lawfull & —_ 
Heir, by a lons and lineall ſucceſitn, of your fathers ; which u now 
delyvered veto you, by authoritie of cAlmightie GOD. | 

When the King was ſer down upon the Throne,the Miniſter 
ſpoke co him a word of Exhorrtation, as followeth : 

SIR, Touare {ct down vpen the Throne, ina verie difficill eynee; 1 
fhall therefore put you in mind of « Scriptarall expreſiion of aThrones 
I.Chrex.29.23. 1s i© ſayd,Solomon ſate on the Throne of the LORD. 
Sir, you area king,anda king in (ovenant with the LORD, If you 
wowld have the LORD to own you to be his king, your Throne to be 
hu Throne, 1 defire you may haye ſome thoughts of this exprefiion. _ 

1, [tis the LORDS Throne, Remember you haye a king aboye you Te 
The K ingof K ino5 57 Lord of Lards,who commandeth thrones: He ſet« 
eeth kinges on thrones, & dethroneth rhem at His pleaſure: Therefore 
take a word of advice, Be thaukfull ro Hin,who hath brought you tho- 
row many wanderimgs to ſet you on this Throne : Kiſſe the Sonne, leib 
Hee bee angrit, and learne to ſerve Him with feare , who 1s ter- 
rible to the kings of the earth.

Sir, There is too much 
zniquitie vpon the Throne, by your Predeceſſours ; who framed miſe 
chiefe by a Law, ſuch Lawes as have beene deſtruthive to Religions, 
and grievous to the LORDS People; You are onthe Throne, & haye 
the Scepter, beware of touching miſchievous lawes therewith: But as 
the Throne is the LORDS T hbrone, let the Lawes be the LORDS

IF ye dothis thing indeed, 
then ſhall there enter by the gates of this houſe, kings ſitting 
upon the Throne of David. But if yee will not keare theſe 
Wordes, I ſweare by My Selfe, ſayeth the LORD, This houſe 
ſhall become a deſolation, And werf. 7, I will prepare de- 
Rroyers agaynſt thee. Sin, De-

Sin, Deſtroyers are prepared for the injuitee of the Throne, 1 
imntredt you , execute Righteous Tudgement; 1f you doe it not, your 
houſe will bee a Deſolation: But if you doe that which # right, GO'D 
ſhall remove the Deſtroyers ; And you ſhall bee eftabliſhed on your 
Throne, And there fhall yet bee Dignitie in your Honſe, for your 
ſervants, and for your people, , 

Laitlie; If Tour Throne bee the Throne of the LORD, 
Take a word of enconragment, agayn?t Throne Adverſaries, Towr 
enemies, are the enemies of the LORDS Throne: Make your peace 
with GOD in CHRIST, andthe LORD ſhall ſcatter your enemies 
from the Throne; And Hee ſhall magnifie you yet inthe ſight of theſe 
Nations, aud make the miſled people ſubmit themſelyes willinglie ts 
Tour Governement., 

S1R; If Yon vſe well the LORDS Throne , ow which you are 
ſet, then the two words in the place cited, 1. Chron. 29. 23. ſpoketts 
of Solomon ſitting on the Throne of the LORD, Hee proſpered, 
and all Iſrael obeyed him , ſhall belong onto you, Your people 
ſhall obey you, inthe LORD; and you hall proſperin the 
ſight of the Nations round abour. 

Then the Lord Chancellour went to the four corners of the 
Stage , The Lyon king of Armes going before him , and pro- 
claymed his Majeſties Free Pardon , to all Breakers of Penall 
Statutes, and made offer thereof: Wlicrcupon the people 
cryed, GOD SAVE THE KING, 

Then the King ſapported by the Great Conſtable, and Ma- 
riſhall, and accompanied with the Chancellour, aroſefrom the 
Throne, 8 went out, at a door prepared for the purpoſe, to a 
Stage; and ſhowed himſelfe to the people withour, who clap- 
ped with their handes , andcryed with a lowd yoyce, a long 
tyme, GOD SAVE THE KING. 


Then the King returning, & ſitting down upon the Threne, | 


delyvered the Scepter, tothe Earle of Craufurd and Lindſay, 
to bee carried before him: Thereafter the Lyon king of Arms, 
rehearſed the Royall Lyne of the Kings upward, to Fsxxcus 

the firſt, > 
Then the Lyon called the Lords one by one, who kneeling 
M 2 and hold 
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. and holding their hands betwixt the Kings hands , did ſ\weare 


theſe words, By the Eternall and :Almightic G OD, who liver; 

andreigneth for ever , I doe become your Liedge man, and True! 

aud Fayth ſhall beare unto you , and live and die with you , agaynit 

all manuey of Folkes whatſoever, in your ſervice » according to the 
* Nationall (ovenant, and Solemn League and ('ovenans. 

Andeverie one of them kiffed the Kings left cheek. 

When theſe Solemnities were ended, The Miniſter ſtandin= 
before the King on his Throne, pronounced this Bleffiing : * 

The LORD bleſſe thee,and ſave thee, The LORD heare thee in 
the day of Trouble, The Name of the G O'D of facob defend thee; 
The LORD ſend thee helpe framathe Santtnarie , and ſtrengthog 
#hce ont.of Sion. eAmen. 

Afﬀeer the Bleſfing pronounced,the Miniſter went to the Pul- 
pit, and had che following Exhortation , The King litting (till 
upon the Throne, Yee have this day a King crowned, and en- 
tered into COovs nant with GOD, and bis people, Look, both 
King and People, that yee keeprthis CovenanrT, and beware 
of the breach of it: That yee may bee the more carefull to keep 
it, I will lay a few things before you. 

I inaceilice when the Solemn Leagae & Covenant was en- 
tered by both Nations, The Commiſfionars from EnGLand 
being preſentin the Eaſt Kirk of Edinburgh, a paſſage was ci- 
ted out of Nehers. 5.13- Which I ſhall now agayn cite, Nehe- 
miah cequyreth an Oath of the Nobles and people, to reſtore 
the morgaged lands, which they promiſed codoe, After the 
Oath was tendered, inthe 13. verſe. hee did ſhake his lap, and 
ſayd, So GOD ſhake ont every man from his houſe,c7 fron his labour, 
that per formeth not his promiſe, even thus bee hee ſpbaken out and emp- 
wed, And all the Congregation ſayd : Amen. 

Sincethat tyme , manie of rheſe who were in Covenant, are 
fhaken out of it; yea, they have ſhiken of the Covenant, and 
laydicaſyde. It istrue, they are profpering this day, and think 
that they proſperyby laying aſide the Covenant; But they wil be 

deceaved, That word ſpoken chen. thall nor fall -o the ground, 
GOD ſhall ſh1ke them our of rheir poilefſion, 3414 emptie them 
fac cheirperfidious breac't of the Coyenanc. Ihe 
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The ſameI ſayto King and Nobles, andall thatare in C ove. 
nant; [fyou break thatCovenant,being ſo ſolemnly ſworn, Alltheſe 
who have touched your Crown, 8 ſworn to ſupport it, ſhall not be 
abletoholdir on; but GOD will ſhake ir off}, & turn you from the 
Throne: And ye Noble-men, who are affiltant cothe putting on of 
the Crown, & ſetting the King upon the Throne;,if yee tall, either 
aſſiſt, or advyſe the King to break the Covenant, & over-turne the 
Work of GOD, hee ſhall ſhake you out of your poſſeſſions, and 
emptie you of all your glorie, 

Another paſſage offer to your ſerious conſideration, Per. 34. $. 
Afcerthat Zedekiah had promiſed to proclaimelibertie to all the 
LORDS People, who were ſervants, 8 entered in a Covenant hee 
& his Princes to let them goe free, and according tothe Oath had 
letthem goe; Afterwards they cauſed the ſervants to returne, and 
brought chem into ſubjeCtion, verſe, 11, Whar followeth upon this 
breach? verſe 15.16. Te were now turned, had done right in my ſight in 
proclaiming libertie, but yee turned, & made them ſervants again, And 
therefore, verſ.1$.19.20.21. / will give the men who bave tran; weed 
My Covenant, who haye not pr weR wordes of the Copenant, which 
they made before Me, when they cut the calf in twain, and paſſed between 
the parts thereof, I will even give them into the hands of their enemies, in< 
to the hand of them that ſeek their lyfe, even Zedekiah and bis Princes. 

If the breach of a Covenant made for the Libertie of Servants 
was ſo puniſhed , what ſhall bee the puniſhment of che breach'of a 
CovenanT forReligis,&theliberty of the people of GODFThere 
is nothing more terrible co King and Princes, then tobe given into 
the hand of enemies, that ſeek their lyfe. IF yee would eſcapethis 
judgement, LetKing and Princes keep their Covenant made with 
G OD: Your enemies who ſecke yourlyfe, are in the Land, if yee 
breake the Covenanr, it may bee feared, GOD give you over 
untothemas a prey: Butif yee keepe CovenanT, it may bee 
expected, GOD will Keepe you out of their hands. 

Let not the place ye heard opened, bee forgotten, forin it yee 
have an exemple of Divine Iuſtice agaynſt 7oaſh and the Princes, 
tor breaking that COVENANT), 2.Cu&x0%N, 24-23. The 
Princes who intiſed to that Breach, aredeſtroyed; andin the 24. 
ver, itis ſayd, The armie of the Syrians came with a ſmall companie of 
Ee IE mew, and 
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win, and the LORD aclyvered a verie greets hoſte in their hand, becauſe. 
wm had forſaken the LORD GOD. of their fathers: Sothey execu- 
red judgement agaynſft foaſh, And wverſ. 25, Hu owne ſervantes con- 
ſpired agaynſt him-, and ſlew him on bs bed, G&c. 

The Conſpiracie of Servants orSubjects, againſt their king, is a. 
wicked courſe: ' But GOD in His Righteous Iudgement ſuftereth 
Subjetsrto conſpire and tebell agaynſt their Princes; becauſe they 
rebcllagainſt GOD: And Hee ſuffereth Subjedts to break theCove- 
nant made with a king ; becauſe hee breaketh the Covenant made 
with GOD.I may ſay treely,that a chief cauſe of the judgement up- 
onthe kings houſe,bath been theGrand-fathers breach of Covenir 
with GOD,8:the fathers following his ſteps in oppoſing the work 
of GOD;& his Kirk within theſe kingdoms; They Broke Covenant 
with GOD; and men have broken Covenant with them : Yea, 
molt cruelfie and perfidiouſlie have invaded che Royall Familie, 
and trodden upon all Princelie Dignitie. 

Bee wyſe by their exemple; You are now ſitting up6 the Throne - 
of the kingdom, 8& your Nobles about you, there is one above you, 
even 7ESUS, the'King of S:0n:and I,as His ſervant,dare not but be 
freewithyou ;_ I charge you, Sir, in His Name, That you keep this 
Covenant in all points; If you ſhall break this Covenant, and come 
aozxynſt His Cauſe; I-afſure you, the Contraverſie is-not ended be- 
eween GOD and your familie: But will be carried on to the further 
weakening, if not the over-throw of it : Butif you ſhall keep this 
Covenant, and befriend theKinG pom of CHRIST , It may bee 
from this day, GOD ſhall begin to doe you good , Although your 
eſtate bee verie weake, GO-D is able to rayſe you, and make you 
reigne, maugrethe oppoſition of all your enemies : And how-ſo- 
ever it ſhall pleaſe the LORD todiſpoſe , you ſhall have peace to- 
ward GOD; through CHRIST the Mz DiarTos. 

As foryou whoare Nobles and Peeres of the Land, your ſhare 
1s greatin this day of Coronation, yee have come and touched che 
Erowne , and ſworneto ſupport it; yee have handled the Sword 
and the Scepter, and have ſet down the King upon his Throne. 

I, Icharge = to keepe your Covenant with GOD ; and ſee 

ee moved your ſelves to come agaynſt it in anie 
head, or articlethereof; and that yee give no counſell co the king 
to come. 
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to come againlt the Doctrine, Worſhip, Government 8 Diſcipline 
ofthe Kirk, eftabliſhed in this Land,as ye would eſchew the jud 
ment of Coveuaat breakers, It the King & yewhoare en * im | 
ſupport the Crowne, conſpire together againſtthe Kin gdameoF 
CHRIST, both yee chat doe ſupport, & heethat is ſupported, wall 
fall cogerher. Iprefſechis the more,becauſeir is a rare thing += ſee 
a king & great men for CHRIST; In toe 192g Caczlogue of kings, 
which yee have heard recited this day, rlicy will bee faund few 
who have beene for CHRIST. 

2. Ichargeyoualſo, becauſe of your many Oathes to the king; 2; 
That you keep them inviolablie. Bee faythfull to him,according to 
your Covenant, TheOathes of GOD are upon you, if direQlie, or 
iadireQlie, yee doe anie thing agaynlt his Standing, GOD, b 
whom yee have {worne, will bee avenged upon you, for the breac 
of His Ofth. - 

And nowl will ſhut up all with one word moreto You, Sins 
Youarcthe only Covenanted king with GOD, & His Peoplezin the 
world ; many have obſtructed Your entriein ic: Now ſeing the 
LORD hath brought You in over all cheſe ObſtruQtions, Only ob- 
ſerverodoe whatis contayned therein; and it ſhall prove an happie 
tyme for You, and Your Houſe. And becauſe You areentered in 
tymes of great Difficulcie, wherin ſmal (trength ſeemech'toremain 
with You, inche eyes ofthe world,for recovering Your juſt power 
and greatneſie; Therefore take the Counſell which David when he ' 
was a-dying, gave to his ſonne Solomon, 1. Kmg. 2-2. 3. Bee ſtrong 
and ſhow thy ſelfe a man, aud keep the Charge of the LORD thy G 0D. 
jo walke in His Wayes,and keeps His Commanaements; that thou mayeft 
proper in all that thou doeſt , and whether-ſa-ever thou twrneſt thy ſelfe. 

After this Exhortation, the M1:'ilter cloſed the whole Action, 
with Prayer; and the xx. PSaLM being ſung, hee diſmiſſed the 
people, wich the Bleſſing. 

Then did the Kinges Majeſtic deſcend from the Stage, with the 
Crown upon his head; and receaving agayn the 5ceprer ir his 
hand, returned with his whole Trayn , in ſolemn manner , to his 

Palace, the Sword being carried betore him. 
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
